The new regulations for Dominion 
Forest Reserves, which recently went 
Into force, make full provision for the 
grazing of live stock on such reserves 
as frequently contain considerable 
(Créas of grass-land. The method to be I these reserves, 
followed Is similar to that in success- 
ful operation on the National Forests 
in the United States. The number and J 

Kind of stock to lie admitted into each . 

" ! ▼ 

reserve is determined each year hy ^ 
the Director of Forestry according to <• 
the capacity of the reserve. 

In case of many applications for 
grazing rights on any one reserve, tho 
number of stock which any one person 
Is entitled to pasture is fixed by a 
"grazing unit," based on the number 
of stock which can be carried during 
the winter by a homestead or simili 
ranch, the object being to give settlers 
•without large grazing areas of their 
own the same facilities as those who 
have such areas. But, where there Is 
no danger of over-grazing, tho number 
of stock grazed by any one person 
on a reserve may considerably exceed 
this "grazing unit." 

Application for grazing permits must 
lie on special forms and should be mode 
to the Director or local forest officer 
1>efore the first of March. Small resi- 
dent farmers who are dependent on 
the forest reserve for range for their 
Stock receive first consideration. The 
director of Forestry fixes the dues for 
grazing permits for eaeh forest re- 
serve, but the minimum duos for cattle 
or horses are to be five cents per head 
per month, and the maximum dues arc 
to be ten cents per head per month. 
The rate of dues charged for sheep Is 
to be one-fourth that charged for cat- 
tle.

"Clearly we cannot pet at the d.'- 
gno of intelligence of the various anl- 
nal species by simply comparing lh« 
absolute weights of (heir brains. Tho 
central nervous .system is the meeting- 
point ol all the sensitive connections 
from every part of Ihe body: ror equal 
Intelligence a large animal .should thus 
possess « larger brain than a small 
one." . , 

Hut comparison of proportionate 
I rain-weights, Ilrst suggested by Cu- 
vlcr, was scarcely more successful. On 
this basis, the smaller the animal, tho 
greater its mind. Evidently there is 
an error here in the opposite direction, 
Wha'l Is if Says Mr. Langler: 

"An essential determining' factor wa3 
found when, ittontlon was directed to 
the relative values of the body-surfaco 
'n different animals. The innervation 
n: the cutaneous surface Is inilnltely 
llncr, morj lellcale, and Censer than 
that of the central masses; it must 
tlx n have an Influence of the Ilrst order 
on the brain-weight Now «impie gen- 
mttrlo considerations show that small 
animals have i relatively larger body- 
aurfaço than largo ones . . . and if, 
I as seems natural, Ihe body-surfaco in- 
| Ruenccs the bmlp-welght, we may un- 
derstand how small animals, having a 
relatively great sr surface, have nlso a 
relatively higher brain-Weight. 

"llul although the part played by thii 
SU I* fa ce appears to be very iniportnnt 

... it Is insufficient to explain 
all the tact:!; if we no more Into de- 
tail wo see that from the sninll to tho 
large animal, the brain- weight in- 
creases less rapidly than the surface. 

"Now tlure are In the organism some 
surface! with more and some with less 
rich innervation, which fnct ought to 
play Its part In determining the cere- 
bral weight. . . . We wish to call 
nttenllon to a recently discovered re- 
lation which has bien rapidly general- 
ize! the Influence of the retinal sur- 
face on the brain-weight. Tin- eye has 
a' richness of innervation incompar- 
ably gr^nfr thin the skin Exp.vl- 
mi nt has conilnned what reasoning 
might make us expect— the preponder- 
ant Influence of the eye on the weight 
of the brain."

Dr. Thomas C. Keefer, C.M.G., of Ot- 
tawa, who In 1905 .McGill honored by 
the bestowal or the degree of LL.D., 
has been further honored by the Am- 
erican Society of Civil Engineers. In 
his ninety-third year he has been elect- 
ed an honorary member. In 1888, Mr. 
Keefer was elected president of this 
society, being the only person, not a 
citizen of the United States, who has 
ever bad that honor conferred upjn 
him.. 

It was only a few months aRo that 
the Institute of Civil Engineers of 
England also made Mr. Keefer an 
honorary member, one of the highest 
distinctions that can be made by that 
organization. . The number of honor- 
ary members In the Institute of Civil 
Engineers of England is only nineteen 
at the present time, and all are pro 
minent men in Hie recent annals of the 
world's history. Ills Royal Highness 
the Duke of Connaughl, Knlser Wll 
Ham of Germany, Lord Roberts and 
Lord Kitchener are anions the dis 
llnguishcd number. 

In his life Sir. Keefer has been con 
p.cctcd with many of the most Im 
portant engineering works of Canada, 
lie was the engineer who planned the 
waterworks systems of Montreal 
Hamilton and Ottawa. His plans and 
reports were accepted for the building 
of the Victoria Tubular Bridge over 
the St. Lawrence ' River. He was 
chairman or the Royal Commission 
on Ice Floods, the Canadian Commis 
■doner lo the first International Exhl 
bitlon in London in 1837, and agnln 
nt the exhibition of 1862, In 18TS, 
he was tho Canadian Commissioner to 
the Paris Exhibition. For these ser- 
vices he was created an officer of Hie 
Legion of Honor and decorated with 
the title C.M.G. 

As far back as 1850, Thomas Coll- 
rin Keefer won Lord Elgin's prize for 
tho best essay on the "Influence of tho 
Canals of Canada on Agriculture," 
nnd since that date he has published 
many essays and reports, and deliver- 
ed many lectures relative to engineer- 
ing. In 1891 Mr. Keefer was elected 
n fellow of the Royal Society of Can- 
ada, and president of the same society 
In 1897. 

At the good old age of ninety-two, 
Mr. Keefer still enjoys excellent 
rtallh, and his mind Is active and 
energetic In pursuit of those public 
problems and questions in which he 
has played so Important a part.

The theory Hint uniformity in work 
Is disagreeable, humiliating and un- 
worthy and that It lessens the efficiency! 
of the Individual worker has been 
characterized by Prof. Muensterberg 
as "one of those many prejudices which 
result from a superficial view without 
psychological analysis." 

Speaking on "Efficiency in Industry" 
nt the Boston School of Social Science 
in Lorlmer Hall, he reminded his audi- 
ence of what had been said, nnd writ- 
ten, about "the nvichine age," and 
about the real source of its misery con- 
sisting of the monotony of work. "Thl.t 
takes for granted," he said, "that the 
work which is repetitive is less satis 
factory and less dignified. But such 
an assumption Is utterly wrong from 
tho psychological point of view. 

■'Psychological analysis shows there 
nre two kinds of minds, one of which 
enjoys uniform and the other alternat-! 
Ing work. If you go through n factory,! 
as I have done, and question people 
who are doing what seems Intolerably 
tiresome, and the same thing from 
morning to night nil the year round, 
you will find that they are enjoying 
It and enjoying themselves. 

"Work should therefore be suited to 
(he individual disposition, and wc 
should pxnmlne tne mind of the indi- 
vidual to determine. for what kind or 
work he is most fitted. We must study 
In Iho Individual, his powers of atten- 
tion, memory, emotional disposition, 
perceptive powers, energy, in order to 
find out whnl particular activities will 
suit him. 

"There is to-day an Immense waste 
of energy through allowing boys nnd 
girls to go into occupations for which 
1 they nre unfit on account of thoir 
j mental equipment. Xlne-tenlhs of our 
l people are in occupations as the result 
! of mere chance and* without nny refer- 
I nice to their Illness." 

Prof. Muensterberg also called alien- j 
Hon to the need of rlghl ways of ac- 
I quiring facility in such work as type- 
writing and telegraphy. He showed 
that the quickest way Is the least effi-| 
dent In this end. that that the method! 
sure lo bring the highest efficiency Is 
always slow and difficult at the begin- j 
nlng. He plraded for at least as much 
attention in factories to adapting the 
worker and the work to each other 
as the manufacturer gives to other 
fentures of his business. 

"It Is surprising." he said, "to see the 
immense amount of energy and scien- 
tific inquiry put Into the study of ma- 
chines, of raw material and market 
conditions, and yet, on the olhtr hand, 
to see how little scientific study is de- 
voted to that part ot the Industrial 
work which is, after all. essential — 
the human mind."

DEGREED MEN 

The value of a college education is less attacked than former- 
ly. The universities have drawn closer to the consumer of their 
supply, the student himself has become more practical, and the 
average business man is impressed with the result of the advance. 

McGill is more than ever before allowing special courses of 
etudy in her regular degree work. Thus the many faculties bearing 
the name McGill. Thus, too, the final two years of particulariza- 
tion advocated in each of her faculties. 

\Vc have now a Master of Arts, who is not expected to know 
just a little more than the Bachelor of Arts about everything, but 
a very great deal more about one subject, such as philosophy, his- 
tory, or English. While, generally, a Doctor is a man who has 
written an excellent thesis about one subject, and donc a great deal 
of practical research in it as well. 

It follows that the student is readier to undertake his pe- 
culiar brand of practical work when he leaves. This is especially 
so in the McGill Science courses, where the student has to do just 
the type of work which he expects to carry on when he graduates. 
In the McGill law faculty many students carry on their studies and 
their apprenticeship practically together. 

Even the Arts lectures, deemed the most abstract of all, are 
now made as practical as possible. The historical method of teach- 
ing and thinking, however more advantageous in brain development 
the inductive system may be, leads to closer association with life as 
it is. 

The business man is beginning to note these changes. He now 
more than formerly demands the college graduate in preference to 
the common school graduate. But he demands, too, that the gradu- 
ate be specialized in his work. 



EDITORIAL NOTES 

It is interesting to note in connection with the report of the Can- 
adian J cchnical Education Commission, which alludes to the pop- 
ularity of continuation schools in the most progressive cities in Eng- 
land, that they were on Tuesday last made compulsory in Boston 
for pupils between 14 and 16 year of age. There was considerable 
opposition to "so drastic an innovation." 



All Daily readers will share in the congratulations being ex- 
tended to Dean Galbraith, of the School of Applied Science at 
Varsity. He entered Toronto as a Freshman half a century ago, and 
for 35 years has been a leading spirit in his faculty. A banquet is 
being tendered him to-night, at which his former pupils and college 
chums, many of them now leading engineers in the United States 
and Canada, will be present.

Report of Technical 

Education Is Issued 

Commissioners Find That Continuation Classes for Young People 
Growing Increasingly Popular — Education in Ger- 
many Is for St ate, Not for Self

The. report of the Royal Commission 
appointed in June, 1910, has now been 
Issued. 

It will lie remembered that the seven 
Commissioners were to report to the 
Minister of Labor at Ottawa the results 
Of their Investigation Into the needs 
and present equipment of Canada in 
respect of Industrial Training and 
Technical Education. The provinces 
were consulted and expressed appro- 
val of the action of the Dominion tîov- 
crnmcnt in the, matter of Education, 
which under tho Constitution of Can- 
ada, is specially included among the 
functions of the provinces rather than 
of the Dominion. 

The intention of the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, us stated by Mr. Mackenzie 
King, then .Minister of bailor, was that 
Ihu Commission should he solely for 
tho purpose of gathering Information, 
the latter when obtained" to bo publish- 
ed in a report to be at the disposal of 
tho provinces, and available for gener- 
al distribution. 

It was also felt that such a Commis- 
sion might render valuable service' 
since it would he In a position to con- ! 
duct an Inquiry on a wider and more 
comprehensive scale than could bo 
done by the different provinces, and 
Which if undertaken by the killer In- 
dividually would lead to duplication 
and rc-dup!tcuMon of energy and ex- 
pense. 

Tho inquiry of ilio Commission in- 
cluded a survey of Ihe need of work- 
ers of Canada In manufacturing, and 
other industries such as Building Con- 
struction. Boiling Mills, Foundries, 
Machine Shops, Electrical, Chemical. 
Wood, Textile, Clothing, etc.; in Ag- 
riculture, Including Live Stuck, Dairy- 
ing, Kroult Culture. Fisheries, .Mining 
and Quarrying, Forestry; in com- 
merce ami transportation; in home- 
making and housekeeping. 

They obtained much information con- 
cerning general conditions of Indus- 
try and labor in Canada, with regard 
to the growth of business, the sources 
of raw materials, the markets for pro- 
ducts, tho sources of skilled and un- 
skilled labor, and child labor. 

It Is Interesting to learn that the 
Commission included In their inquiries 
"the conditions under which the work- 
er., earn their wages and live out their 
daily lives." "Efficiency depending 
hugely upon whether they live under 
wholesomo conditions, rather than 
those which depress their physical vi- 
tality and make them less vigorous 
workers and less satisfied citizens.'' 

The equipment of the Dominion for 
Industrial training and technical edu- 
cation was surveyed In connection with 



universities, colleges, technical and 
trade schools, agricultural schools. Nor- 
mal schools, high schools and primary 
schools — and the results embodied in 
l'art IV. of the report. 

The Commission also visited other 
countries. Of England they say that 
the awakening interest in Industrial 
Training: and Technical Education has 
brought a.bo<it much rivalry between 
various cities as to which shall have 
the finest Institutions for Its young 
people. "Nor," they continue, "is the 
attention and interest mainly devoted 
to material equipment." 

The effort Is focussed on the boy 
and girl particularly between the ages 
of fourteen and eighteen throughout 
the countries visited. Continuation 
Classes, Art Classes, Technical Class- 
es are said to hn largely attended by 
children whoso ordinary schooling ends 
at the otc of fourteen. In Halifax, 
England, sixty per cent, of all boys 
and glr'.< who leave (ho primary school 
attend either day technical classes or 
evening vocational schools, and in many 
other cities tho attendance is nearly as 
high. In four-fifths of the States of 
Germany cither for the whole state or 
for cilles of over ten thousand In pop- 
ulation attendance at continuation 
classes of some sort Is compulsory be- 
tween the ages of fourtoen and seven- 
teen. And It seemed evident that tho 
people generally have a liking for these 
classes, though to begin with there 
was a good deal of hostility to the com- 
pulsion to attend. An Instance is 
quoted of a school in Switzerland where 
out of a class of thirty-one lads who 
had attended under the compulsory 
regulations for two years, thirty were 
ready to continue attendance voluntar- 
ily, while the opinion was given that 
not more than one-third of that partie- 
ular class would ha ve attended -without 
the compulsory requirement. 

Another Interesting Impression is re- 
corded, namely, that there appears to 
bo neither In England nor in Germany 
any self-satisfaction with the system 
and methods of education adopted, hut 
everywhere consciousness of weakness 
and failure and desire to improve. In 
Germany, perhaps, more than any 
other country, thry were impressed 
hy Ihe apparent solidarity of the feel- 
ing of citizenship, and by the fact that 
"Education did not seem to be. plan- 
ned or cherished as a means whereby 
the Individual could get ahead of other 
Individuals, but was regarded as a 
great national sen-ice, whereby all were 
being trained in ability for their re- 
spective occupations in the Interest of 
the slate, tho personal power and well- 
being of tho unit of the community 
being tarod for for the sake of the 
state." 
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NEW EXPLORATIONS 
INTO CENTRAL AFRICA 



Niger River Country Visited by 
Duke of Meclenburg and 
Other Travellers 



Two sumptuous volumes have boon 
recently added to African literature by 
the Duke of Mecklenburg. The writer 
explains in his preface the reasons 
which prompted the despatch of the 
German Central Africa expedition of 
1910-1), of which this book contains 
the records. A previous expedition 
three years earlier to Lake Victoria and 
Lake Klwu produced many valuable 
scientific results, but tho experiences 
then collected In the tropical forests of 
the Aruwlml and Congo Hivers, con- 
vinced the. Duke and his companions 
that a lamentable deficiency of botani- 
cal and zoological Information concern- 
ing the Interior of Africa still existed. 

In order to add to our knowledge in 
these directions, it wa% obvious that 
further exploration was desirable, and 
the German Emperor having offered 
financial aid and German sclent I lie In- 
stitutions entering enthusiastically Into 
the project, a second expédition was 
planned and carried out by the distin- 
guished author and a. picked hand of 
companions. 

Tho account of the different expedi- 
tions are written by the respective lead- 
ers of the caravans. Thus in the llrst 
volume Captain von Wleso uiid Kals- 
erswaldau tells of Ihe march from the 
Congo to the Shark It was a difficult 
undertaking, and much trouble wua 
experienced In obtaining carriers at the 
outset, the soldiers sent by the Belgian 
Congo authorities to capture the all- 
important porters being killed and cat 
en by hostile natives! Much of tho 
marching was very monotonous 
through plains of grass 13 feet high, 
and over marshes made swampy by 
heavy tropical rains. Some strange 
tribesmen wire visited, and valuable 
information collected, bul ixillllcal con- 
siderations and lighting In surround- 
ing districts limited the usefulness of 
the section. This party nearly ended 
Its labors by being poisoned. The na- 
tive, cook, running nul •>( common table 
salt, used as a substitute something 
lie found amongst the photographie 
chemicals, and the explorers were all 
taken seriousl; ill in consequence. 

The Duko of Mecklenburg contri- 
butes the next three chapters describ- 
ing the w.md-rs of the Italie Tchad 
district. The great lake turned out to 
he a vast expanse of bluo water dotted 
with Innumerable reedy Islands, In- 
habited by friendly nnd most Interest- 
ing native peoples. 

Next to hunting, photography took 
up a great deal of the author's time, 
hut the camera was an object of uni- 



versal drea.l. 'The natives were very 
shy abolit being photographed. All 
tbo Inhabitants fled m crowds from 
the villages, and even the children ran 
aw ay in panic. A few came back when 
we called them, but most took to their 
heels ns If Ihe devil were behind them." 

The Duke's account of the L, n |„. 
Tchad district Is charming and p| c . 
turesque, and probably the best that 
has ever been written about this little 
known district. Sport, photographe, 
geography, and politics succeed each 
other rapidly through the all too scanty, 
number of pag-s which he has reserved! 
for the account of his own share ofl 
u remarkuble enterprise. 

Merr Ernst Helms narrates the jour 
ney to the Niger. The expedition pass- 
ed through some rich and varied tracts, 
many of which were completely un- 
known to civilization. This writer has 
a grea.t regard for natural scenery and 
bird life; ho speaks with enthusiasm 
of tropical forests, well-kept villages 
and "thousands of pink pelicans wing- 
ing their way homeward at sunset 
across tho deep blue sky." Ills cara- 
van passed through the heart of Ger- 
man Hornu, and met with many Inci- 
dents on the way. 

To the second volume threo writers 
contribute their experiences. Dr. II. 
Schubotz describes a Journey from 
Fort Archamhault to tho Nile, which 
brought him Into touch with Anglo- 
Egyptian possessions. 

A brother of Dr. Schubotz tells of 
journeys down tho German Conngo and 
across the South Cameroons. Incident- 
ally contributing somo interesting 
notes of the Pygmy races of the forests, 
with the men and women of which ho 
got on very friendly terms. Round the 
camp fires at night, nnd over tho Il- 
lustrated pa psrs of civilization he dis- 
cussed the affairs 'of Europe with the 
wildest folk of the equatorial Jungles, 
The Pygmies arc everywhere hunters 
of great game. 

"There exists a kind of mutual com- 
pact between the Bantus on the one 
hand and the Py-gmles on the other, 
whereby the latter are supplied by the 
former with fruit, hunting wen.pons, and 
various Indispensable trifles, in return 
for which they give up some of their 
coveted elephant meat and ivory, the 
author says. There Is no question of 
tho dwarfs being in subjection to other 
tribes, as somo travellers have asserted. I 
The Pygmies are fully aware of their! 
Importance as providers of meal, and 1 
It matters little to thorn which villages 
they supply, since they are never in I 
danger of cannrbal attacks by the In 
habitants." 

These two handsome volumes aro of i 
absorbing interest throughout. Most 
of the explorations which they record 
were conducted In French or Ilelglan 
territories, and mention of England is 
seldom met with. Itogarded from a lit- 
erary standpoint the narratives convey 
a cortaln Impression of hurrlednesa nnd 
condensation, owing doubtless to tho 
fact that each writer had to compress
